The prior art fails to disclose and/or fairly teach an apparatus for diverting 
digestive secretions discharged in the intestinal tract comprising a tubular lined anchor 
having a opening formed between the proximal and distal ends. The apparatus 
includes a diversionary tube being in fluid connection to the opening and having a distal 
end terminating in the intestinal tract whereby after the apparatus is deployed to create 
an isolated chamber between the outer surface of the lined anchor and the duodenum 
wall for collection of the digestive secretions and movement of the secretion from the 
isolated chamber through the opening and distally down the diversionary tube into the 
intestinal tract.
